Editor’s Comment 


On The Encyclical . 


The Devil's Lake (CN. D.) Journal, 
January 10, 1931. 
| NE might ‘suspect, reading the 
encyclical of Pope Pius, wherein 
the reiterates the Roman Catholic 
Church's policy towards marriage and 
divorce, that the Holy Father was 
alming directly at the new marriage 
\code of Soviet Russia, aside from tak- 
ing a shot at Judge Ben Lindsey's 
plan of companionate marriage. 

Pope Pius, of course, is aware of 
the controversy in this country over 
companionate or trial marriage. He 
also is well aware of the looseness of 
the marriage code in Soviet Russia, 
and being an ecclesiastic who recog- 
nizes that when the marriage code is 
revamped or destroyed, society, as we 
understand it today, is doomed, Pope 
Pius must be expected to annunciate 
his Church's attitude towards mar- 
riage relations and the home, which 
are the foundations of society and of 
free government. 

Of course, many will argue against 
the Pope’s views on birth control, but 
since these views have been a vital 
part of his Church's marriage dogma 
for centuries, the criticism will not be 
new or startling. The Catholic Church 
has always maintained that genera- 
tion is a basic purpose of marriage, 
and it has for centuries fought against 
any schemes to control this natural 
function. 

Divorce, of course, has always been 
a delicate subject with religious de- 
nominations and with governments. 
Many religious denominations have no 


‘marriage is a marriage before God and 
that no legal courts have a right to 
dissolve it. This has caused many 
bitter controversies down through the 
ages, especially when the Catholic 
Church has granted certain dispensa- 
tions permitting divorces, but not 
allowing divorced persons to remarry, 
especially of those persons who were 
married within the Church. 

The Pope's encyclical comes at an 
appropriate time. It is appropriate 
because of the great social change, or 
revolution, which Soviet Russia is at- 
tempting. The traditional home life is 
seriously threatened by the Soviet 
system and by the companionate mar- 
riage idea. And when you threaten 
the home life you threaten organized 
society, and this leads an under- 
mining of organized government. 

While many religious leaders of 
creeds differing from that of Pope 
Pius’ will disagree with the Pope's 
views on marriage, birth control and 
divorce, all of them of course know, or 
should know, that the Pope merely 
re-emphasized the age-old doctrines of 
the Roman Catholic Church. The 
opinions, really, were not so much his 
own as they were the opinions of the 
Church itself, enunciated by 5t. 
Augustine and other leaders of the 
Church. 

However, if we are to maintain our 
social structure, the sanctity of the 
home and free government, we must 
continue to adhere to the reasonable 
idea that marriage is a sacred thing, 
that violations of the marriage vows 
are crimes against decency and God,

THE CHURCH IN EUROPE AT THE TIME OF 
BISHOP DWENGER’S APPOINTMENT. 


At the time of the appointment of Bishop Dwenger 
to the See of Fort Wayne, the Church was being bitterly 
persecuted in many parts of Europe. In an Allocution 
to the Cardinals on December 23d, 1872, Pope Pius IX 
referred to the trying times during which the Church 
was then living. The words of the Holy Father are 
worthy of perpetuation, and we are, therefore, publishing 
them herewith: 


God, just and merciful, whose judgments are hidden, and His 
ways past finding out, suffers, still, this Holy Apostolic See and 
with it thé™whole Church, to groan, being burthened by a lengthen- 
ed and ertel, persecution. Our condition, and yours, Venerable 
Brethren, is not lightened, but day by day made heavier to bear, 
on account of the occupation of our Provinces, and most especially 
since, now for more than two years, this our own fair City has 
been snatched from our paternal rule. But a constant experience 
has taught how correctly, from the very beginnings of this perse- 
cution, set on foot by the devisings of impious sects, and developed, 
and carried forward, by their pupils who have attained to uncon- 
trolled power, we have, often, in our Allocutions, and Letters Apos- 
tolical, declared, openly, that the sole cause for so fiercely assailing 
the govereign rights of our Civil domain, was nothing other than 
that, thas, the way might be made easier to doing away, were that 
possible, with that Spiritual Principality with which the Successors 
of Peter are set to shine; and, thus, to destroy the Catholic Church, 
and the very name of Christ living and reigning in her. 


Most clearly has this been shown by the wrong-doings of the 
Subalpine Domination. (Victor Emmanuel, and his Piedmontese.) 
It is shown in those wicked laws that have torn youth devoted to 
the Ecclesiastical state from the altars, and from the immunity 
of their calling, to serve in their armies. It has been shown in 
robbing Bishops of their right of educating youth; and, sometimes, 
of the very Seminaries instituted for this purpose. And a clearer 
proof of the same plot is before us. 


For, in this our very City, and under our own eyes, Religious 
Congregations, in large number, have been expelled by violence 
from their own houses, Church property has been subjected to most 
onerous tribute, and made the plaything of the civil power. And, 
now, in what they call their Legislative Assembly, a law has been 
proposed not unlike that applied in other parts of Italy, against 
our denunciations and most grave condemnations; so that, even in 
this Centre of the Catholic Faith, these Religious Congregations 


would be wiped out, and their property be taken for the public 
treasury. 


But this law, if the name of law can be given to a decree so 
repugnant to natural, to divine, and to social right, is especially 
wicked and damaging, applied to Rome and the adjoining Provinces. 
For it wounds, more deeply, and sharper, the rights and possessions 
of the Church Universal; it breaks the very fountain of true social 
civilization, which these Religious Congregations, with great labor, 
and with sustained perseverance and greatness of soul have set 
on foot and established not only for the countries around us, but 
also for distant, and even for savage nations, to whom, with dif- 
ficulties, with pains, with loss of everything even to life itself, 
they bave carried their mission, and are still carrying it. And, 
finally, it is a direct attack on our duty and on our right. 


For, if these Religious Congregations are destroyed, or reduced 
to extremities; and the secular clergy brought to want, and thinned 
by reason of a military conscription, here, and elsewhere, there will 
be wanting those who break to the people the Bread of Life, who 
administer the sacraments, who teach and fortify the youth against 
the untold snares laid daily for thelr feet. And, still farther, those 


aids will be withdrawn from the Roman Pontiff, which he needs so | | 


much for governing the whole Church as its Universal Master and 
Shepherd. And this despoiling of the Roman Church will appro- 
priate properties that are of the gift of our own people, and also 
gathered from all countries hither, by the generosity of Catholics, 
everywhere, and established here, as in the Centre of Unity; and 
thus what have been dedicated to the use and profit of the whole 
Church, will be impiously alienated to the gain of others.

OME of the best known characters 

of history are people about whom 
'we know very little. -For instance, 
the magi, the wise men, the kings 
‘from the East. They appear in Jeru- 
saleth at the most crucial moment in 
ithe affairs of mankind. Representing 
‘all the gentile races, they bring their 
homage and gifts to the King of kings. 
Then they depart. That is practically 
all we know of them with certainty. 
‘The scholar is not satisfied with so 
little. He has, rightly enough, a pas- 
‘sion for details. He follows these 
imysterious figures back to their land 
‘of mystery. But after all his search- 
ling is over, he returns with scarcely 
‘more than the gospel tells us. We 
wish he could tell us more. Sometime, 
perhaps, he will. But it is precisely 
because the gospel mentions the wise 
men that they live today. For the 
gospel in an immortal book; and it 
‘confers the privilege of immortality 
‘upon all whose names are written in 
it. 

Far removed from the modern 
world, the wise men have, neverthe- 
less, the answer to a question that is 
prominently before the modern world. 
Fundamentally, it is the question of 
reason versus faith, the supposed con- 
flict between the knowledge we gain 
by using only the natural powers of 
the mind and the knowledge we receive 
from a supernatural revelation. It is 
a very old question, to be sure, of 
which we have heard much from both 
sides. But the wise men do throw a 
light upon it from across the cen- 
turies—the light of the star they fol- 
lowed, at once a natural and a super- 
natural light. How much did they 
know about astronomy? Enough, at 
least, to recognize one particularly 
bright star as being very different 
from all others. How much about the 
significance of this star was revealed 
to them by a special illuminating 
grace from God? Enough, at least, to 
send them on their way seeking the 
new-born King of the Jews. Let 
scholars and theologians determine the 
limits of the natural and the super-

So many sources 
of information are open to us; 80 
many means of gaining knowledge are) 
within our reach, that there is now,’ 
more than ever, a need to understand | 
the ultimate purpose of all knowledge, 
of whatever kind, in whatever way. 
acquired. Too many seeking of knowl- 
edge as an end in itself, or as a means 
merely to an immediate and material 
end, has resulted only in fostering a 
false confidence in the natura! powers 
of the mind to settle all questions, 
human and divine. Because learned 
men in our day are professedly unbe- 
lievers; because they attempt to 
justify and defend their unbelief by 
their learning, many are being led to 
think that learning is necessarily the | 
enemy of faith. The reason for such 
a conflict does not lie in the nature of 
faith. It may lie in the nature of the 
learning. More likely it lies in the 
nature of the learned man. This is 
certain: No man has ever lost his faith 
because he knew too much, but because 
he put too much faith in the little that 
he knew. The unbelievers of the 
modern world may be far more learn- 
ed than the magi, but they are not 
nearly as wise. They would not say: | 
“We have seen His star in the East 
and are come to adore Him.” The way 
of faith, they sav, is too straight and 
simple for minds trained to the com- | 
plexities of deep and devious thought. 
They have found many by-paths more 
tempting, and they have followed them

| Mission Organ—Made Two Vain Breaks 
| For Their Freedom—Both Fell Ill. 


| St. Columbans, Neba--On Friday 
of Easter Week, 1930, two missionary 
priests of St. Columban went out from 
Sientatchen, Hupeh Province, China, 
‘to the Red soldiers, who had raided 
‘the town, in answer to a demand by 
the Communists for prisoners. The 
‘result of this move was the escape of 
five Sisters who miraculously crept 
‘through the Red cordon about the 
‘town in the precious time allowed 
them by the action of the priests in 
offering themselves as hostages. 


Patrick F. Laffan and James A. Line- 
han 
For seven long months their dis- 
traught superiors In China and Ire- 
land .made frantic efforts to 
their release and it was not until De- 
cember 2, 1930, that the priests, be- 
draggied and unshaven, but undaunted, 
reached Hanyan safely after negotia- 
tions between Bishop Galvin in Han- 
yang and the missionaries’ captors had 
borne fruit. 


story of their seven months’ captivity 


in the remote marshes Southern 
‘Supeh has been told to the mission 
authorities in China. This story, 
brimming with interest and contain- 
ing all the elements of a swiftly mov- 


ling novel, is published in the February. 
issue of The Far East, organ of the’ 


China Mission Society, published here, 
‘and sketches the varied events, uncer- 
tainties and observations of the Irish 
missionaries as they chafed at the in- 
carceration that was theirs for 
half a year. 

Escape Blocked 


The Far East story discloses that 
the priests had made two attempts to 
escape, one of which was almost suc- 
cessful, but misfortunes blocked their 
way and they were returned to their 
bonds and thelr filthy, vermin-infested 
shack, which was serving as a make- 
‘shift prison for them and other cap-

‘tives in the hands of the Communists. | 
Despite the hardships of the captivity | 


‘eonsequent mainly upon the travail 
‘accompanying constant troop move- 


‘ments, military campaign fare, and | 


‘the distress that came to them from 
the mere fact of being held prisoners, 
‘the priests, according to The Far East 
article, were on the whole treated 
‘comparatively well by. their captors. 

Jth the exception of a beating or 


‘two>-one of which was administered | 


after one of their unsuccesful at- 
tempts to escape, the bandits proved 
fairly considerate and on that score 
the priests admit that matters could 
have been worse. 

“Father Laffan was taken from the 
mission to a house in Sientaochen,” 
the article narrates, “and there he 
found the Communist leaders eating 
breakfast. He was invited to do like 
wise, and just then Father Linehan 
was brought in. All that day they 
were kept in this house and politely 
treated. They, on their part, showed 
absolute courtesy to their captors, tn 
order to give no excuse for the least 
outrage. For a similar reason they 
resolved not to seek to escape that 
day, leat they should jeopardize the 
other missionaries, including the Sis- 
ters, whose fate was still in doubt.” 

That day the Reds informed them 
that their chief reason in capturing 
the priests was the fact that they 
thought the religious could help them 
in obtaining guns. It is disclosed 
throughout the story in the mission 
publication that the Reds were firmly 
convinced that the priests could help 
them in securing firearms, despite the 
missionaries’ protestation to the con- 
trary. 

On April 26th, the missionaries, 
after an eight-hour march, were mov- 


ed further down the river to another 


town. 

“To this village,” the 
tinues, “came two plucky Chinese, 
Catholics from Sientaochen parish, 
who had followed the Red forces to 


get news of the priests, Bishop Gal- | 


vin, having conducted the Sisters to 
safety, was now back in the danger 
zone of Sientaochen and was waitipg 
anxiously for the information that 
these scouts were to obtain. The pair 
loyally wanted to stay with the priests 
but Father Laffan and Father Linehan 
insisted on their returning.” 

Again the missionaries were moved, 
under armed escort. across country 
and by river, and although they were 
well treated, they were also well 
guarded throughout the five-day trip. 
The town they reached at the end of 
the journey was unfamiliar to them 
and they were there cross-examined

Shots were heard from the 
direction of the town and people were 
seen fleeing hastily in boats. 

“Th regular government forces had 

attacked the Red stronghold. 


“The two priests decided to make 


a dash for liberty. Their guards were 
excited and confused and before long, 
the looked-for opportunity presented 
itself. Slipping away, the captives ran 
in the direction of the shooting, in the 
hope of reaching a detachment of the 
regular army. They had not gone far, 
however, when they were stopped by 
three Reds and marched back to their 
prison.” 

The next day they again tried to 
escape despite the disheartening ex- 
perience of the day bfore. The mili- 
tary renewed thelr attack and as a 
result refugees from the town sought 
refuge in the place where the mission- 
aries were housed. 

“Night fell,” the narrative goes on, 
“and sleeping accommodation was so 
scanty that the front door had to be 
taken down to act as a bed. Here was 
another ‘opening’, perhaps. .. When 
all was quiet and only one guard was 
awake the two captives rose, fixed 
their beds to appear as if they were 
sleeping in them, and left their shoes 
on the floor near by. Then while the 
guard was at the back, they stole out 
nolselessly through the open doorway 
/to make another bid for freedom.” 

Stars Only Guide 

On they ran, half blindly, having 
the stars as their only guide. They 
_were hoping to reach the regular army 


and although their shoeless feet were | 


tern and broken by the rough ground 
over which they were travelling they 
continued until four-thirty in the 
morning. 

“At that hour,” The Far East ac- 
count says, “they saw what appeared 
to be a body of the government forces, 
with an officer leading. They walked 
up to them, only to meet bitter dis- 
appointment. The soldiers were Reds.” 

One of the soldiers recognized them, 
thus saving them from an uncertain 
fate, but as it was, the officer sent 
them back to the Red headquarters 
where they were beaten 

In the weeks following both fell {1}, 
what with the constant activity and 
the intense summer heat and the 
marshy country alive with mosquitoes 
Their own clothes had become too torn 
for use and the Reds offered them 
communist garb which the mission- 
aries refused to wear. 

They were jotned on November 2, 
by Father Fernandes, the Spanish 
missionary seized in Hunan Province 
before their own capture, and all three 


were thrown with other prisoners, all | 


of whom were Chinese. 


Absurd Demands 

“Meanwhile, absurd demands for 
ransom in money and guns had been 
sent to the mission headquarters in 

Hayang,” The Far East relates. “The 

opening of negotiations enabled Fath- 
er Quinlan and Father O’Reurke to 
have clothes and medicine conveyed to 
ithe priseners. , ., 

“Pather Fernandes's superiors were 
likewise in cemmunication with the 
communists, and finally, on Newember 
23, Feast of St. Columban, came the 
news, heartening to all three, that he 
was to be liberated. On November 29, 
the same news came to Fathers Laf- 
fan and Linehan. 

“But on December 1 they were at 
length out ef danger, as they clasped 
the hands of Bishop Galvin and Fath- 
er Quinian, who for seven months had 
been working unwearingly to secure 
their release. The Bishop and his 
Vicar-General, who had traveled up 
from Hanyang to meet them, had 
come equipped with the things that 
men just freed from captivity would 
be likely te need.
